A proposal has been received from Page Southland Page on behalf of a client who wishes 
to build a multi-family residential building at 200 South Congress Avenue. A business 
office occupies the site, on the west side of the southern approach ramp to the Congress 
Avenue Bridge. 

The planned building, including approximately 52 residential units and 177 parking 
spaces, has eight floors of single or high-loft units. Vehicles would enter the parking 
garage from Barton Springs Road. 

The currently zoning is Ll, Limited Industrial, which permits residential uses. The site is 
within the South Shore Central Sub-district of the Waterfront Overlay Combining 
District. The Land Development Code imposes a height limitation of 60 feet. The 
applicant is requesting a variance to increase the building height to 120 feet. The 
Waterfront Overlay Combining District was established to "provide a more harmonious 
interaction and transition between urban development and the park land and shoreline of 
Town Lake and the Colorado River". 

The Land and Facilities Committee reviewed the project on April 20, 1999 and 
recommended against the variance to permit a 120" height and for a 2:1 ratio of parking 
spaces to residential units.

Resolution Concerning Lakes Study 

WHEREAS, Lake Austin, Town Lake and Lake Walter E. Long ("the Lakes") are within 
the jurisdiction of the City of Austin; and 

WHEREAS, the Parks and Recreation Department and the Parks and Recreation Board 
have certain responsibilities concerning the approval, construction and inspection of boat docks 
and concerning navigational safety on the Lakes; and 

WHEREAS, uses of the Lakes, including the use of boats and other recreational 
watercraft for various activities, as well as the construction of numerous residential and 
commercial boat docks and marinas from the shoreline, has increased due to growth in the city 
and surrounding areas; and 

WHEREAS, increased usage of the Lakes has resulted in overcrowding of the Lakes at 
peak usage times, has resulted in additional navigational safety problems and may contribute to 
water and noise pollution; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Parks & Recreation Board 
recommends that the Austin City Council commi~sion a usage and safety study of Lake Austin, 
Town Lake and Lake Walter E. Long for the purpose of determining what actions may be 
appropriate to ensure the navigational safety and orderly development of the Lakes. It is ID."ther 
recommended that the City seek to obtain the partnership of entities such as the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and others as may be appropriate to conduct the study. It is further recommended 
that the study include: 

• information concerning the numbers of users of the Lakes both during the daytime 
and nighttime and during both peak usage periods and non-peak periods; 

• information on the use of the Lakes by Lake residents and non-residents; 
• seasonal traffic patterns; 
• citizens and lake users surveys concerning usage and development of the Lakes and 

concerning safety issues; 
• information about the size and type of boats and other types of watercraft using the 

Lakes; 
• the number and location of residential and commercial boat docks and marinas 

extending from the shorelines of the Lakes; 
• the extent to which the shorelines are developed and the extent to which future 

development will have and impact on navigational safety and pollution; and 
• information concerning water, air and noise pollution that may result from the present 

and future usage of the Lakes.
